There are four PTO 1449 Forms attached to the Notice of Allowability mailed September 
15, 2008, corresponding to the four PTO 1449 Forms which were filed with the IDS of July 22, 
2008. However, on one of these forms, the Examiner has crossed out JP 2004-137208 and JP 
2002-53572. [According to the statement at the bottom of each of the PTO 1449 Forms, the 
Examiner has considered all of the other references.] Referring to page 2 of the Notice of 
Allowability, the Examiner states that the lined-through references on the IDS are "incomplete". 
During a telephone discussion with the Examiner on or about September 29, 2008, the Examiner 
indicated to Applicants' attorney that "incomplete" refers to the fact that the citation of the 
references on the PTO-1449 form does not include the full citation of the references since there is 
blank space covering the two references, which can be seen from the PTO 1449 form attached to 
the Notice of Allowability. Applicants' attorney confirms that when the IDS was filed, the 
citation of the references was complete, as apparent from the attached copy of Applicants' 
attorney's file copy of this page of the references, including JP 2004-137208 and JP 2002-53572, 
which correspond to the references crossed out by the Examiner. PAIR shows that all of the 


pages of these references were scanned into the system, so the Examiner had these two 
references, along with the other references, for consideration. 

Under these circumstances, Applicants are attaching another PTO 1449 form citing just 
the JP '208 and JP '572 references. The Examiner is kindly requested to initial these references, 
and return a copy of the initialed form to Applicants' attorney.
